Other- 
wise the C.F.A. is just an ordinary 
association. If the C.F.A. makes 
any profits out of oversea tours, 
the whole of that monéy goes to 
the furtherance and the propaga- 
tion of the game, as does the pro- 
fit of other associations.

812 players; Canterbury Juniors, 
13 junior teams, 200 players; St. 
George, 15 junior teams, 220 
players; Lithgow, 15 teams, 200 
players; Protestant Churches, 40 
teams, 500 players; not specified, 
10 teams, 200 players. 

In addition, last year there 
were approximately 104 school- 
boy teams in the metropolis. The 
figures for the schoolboys in other 
districts have not been made avail- 
able, but they are as strong pro- 
portionately. The significance of 
the figures giving these schoolboy 
teams are not apparent till it is 
mentioned that the only other 
code that has more schoolboy 
teams than Soccer is the Rugby 
League, whose total amounted last 
year to three more, viz., 107. 


WHY JUNIOR STARS FAIL. 
(By a Scottish Trainer.) 


(From the “Soccer Record,” 
Brisbane). 


It is the easiest thing in the 
world to give advice. It costs 
nothing; merely a little thought 
sometimes, and sometimes. not 
even that. 


But advice is a good thing es- 
pecially for a young player who 
wants to risevin his profession. 
By keeping his ears open he can 
learn much. The youngster who 
listens to the voice of experience, 
and profits thereby, is on the right 
tack. 


Why so many promising juniors 
fail in seniordom can be set down 
te yarious reasons. They are 
growing lads, and the stress of 
senior football gnay be too severe. 
It takes a strong healthy robust 
constitution to last out, week af 
ter week, niféty hard strennous 
minutes of present-day football. 


Some clubs rush the raw me- 
terial all too soon. Tender plants 
should be nursed, for a stripline 
is not an oak. The present-day 
frantic rush for the star juniors 
is all against reason. Boys are 
snatched away before they are 
physically fit to play a man's 
game. Competition may be the 
life of trade, but it is also the 
death-knell of numerous budding

HANDLING THE BALL.—The 
goalkeepers only may play the bali 
with their hands, and they only 
within the penalty area, INTEN-

THE ENGLISH CUP FENAL. 


(By J. McDougall). 


Po-day marks the official open- 
ine of competition Soccer in Syd- 
ney, whereas in London the Bng- 
lish Cup Final practically means 
the close of the season in the Old 
Country. 

The season 1923-24 has not 
been by any means a prosperous 
one for the British clubs, mainly 
becanse of unemployment and in- 
dustrial. trouble, and as ours is a 
demorratic game, “gates” have 
suffered in consequence. How- 
ever, London’s experience to-day 
will be record crowds and high 
finance, and some facts and fig- 
ures of previous finals are worth 
mention.

Make 
opportunities and take them 
quick.” 


Too many juniors fail because 
they try too much, refuse to act 
as instructed, and fancy they 
know more than those who have 
been "more years in football than 
they have been minutes. But it 
has been my experience that, in 
football as in every other pursuit 
and calling, hard work is the key- 
note to success. More work, more 
study, and we'd have more suc- 
cessful recruits from the junior 
ranks.
